Suffering from the fumes himself, 
Dr. Curtis threw open the house, and 
then summoning assistance, removed 
the unconscious victims to the homes 
of neighbors, where they were resus- 


citated. All were soon recovering. The 
little son of the Stephensons was af- 
fected most. 


The theory held by Mr. Stephenson 


is that the heater generated the odor- 
less but deadly carbon monoxide gas 
which, through lack of an exhaust pipe 
to carry it off, overcame its victims 
before they could realize what was 
happening .

Fate of Street Car Motor- 
man Accused of Slaying 
Riding Master May Be 
Known Late Today. 


Belief that C. G. Churchill, street 
car motorman, on trial on charges of 
fatally stabbing A. W. (Texas Pete) 
Mullins in a street car brawl several 
weeks ago, will know his fate late 
tonight, was expressed Wednesday aft- 
ernoon as the last witness testified and 
only arguments of attorneys were to 
be made before the jury receives the 
case, 

Final hours of the trial were fea- 
tured by emphatic denials by Churchill 
and Conductor C. B. Smith, also in- 
dicted in the stabbing, that either had 
used the knife which caused Mullins’ 
death, and admission of cross-examina- 


‘tion by Mullins’ widow that she had 


twice during the past few months ob- 
tained peace warrants for her husband. 
Defense counsel scored heavily in in- 
troduction of character witness testi- 
mony, although only little more than 
two hours were consumed by the de- 
fense after the state rested its case at 
noon. The state resumed its case after 
the defense closed at 2:30 o'clock Wed- 
nesday. <All evidence was heard and 
the submission of evidence ended at 
0 o'clock. 

Arguments will begin this morning 
at 9 o'clock and probably will end 
early in the afternoon, after which 
Judge John D. Humphries will give 
his charge and the jury will get the 
case, 

Churchill On Stand. 

Churchill and Smith were indicted 
jointly by a Fulton grand jury, the 
charge being that Mullins, employed by 
a local riding academy as riding in- 
structor, had been fatally stabbed dur- 
ing an altercation with the two men 
on a street car, on Ponce de Leon, 
near Kennesaw avenue. The state 
elected to sever the cases, Churchill 
was placed on trial first. 

Iu his statement to the jury, as the 
last defense witness Churchill asserted 
that he did not know a thing about th 
stabbing. ; 

He stated he was a motorman on 
the street car and stopped at Spiller’s 
park, where Mullins got on the car. 

“I started on up the hill,” he said, 
“and heard some crusing as I neared 
Kennesaw avenue and passengers be- 
gan stampeding. I stopped the car 
when Smith rang the emergeuey stop. 
I heard some one say that some one 


was killing the conductor. When I 
opened the front door several pas- 
sengers jumped from the car. I had 
a white pair of gloves in my hand 
and went en the rear platform after 
Policeman Wood. I heard the police- 
man say that Mullins was stabbed and 
the conductor replied that he was not. 
I reached for Mullins and saw that he 
was stabbed. I then went to the drug 
store to call the poliee department. 
Tried to get them but couldn't. Some- 
one else must have been using the line. 
I then called the emergency office and 
asked tor “Chap.” He is employed 
there and I knew him. After failing 
to get the office I went back to the 
street car.”

Crowding of the toes in shoes too nar- 
row or without sufficient room for 
all the toes, is the cause of hammer toe. 
The important remedy, then, is proper 
shoes. The soles must be as broad as 
the ball of the naked foot bearing the 
weight of ‘ body; the toes of the 
shoes shoul@ be widely rounded, never 
pointed in the hideous way of fash- 
ionable shoes.

He found one of the greatest set- 
backs in the cost of handling goods, 
which he said is so great that the gov- 
ernment is unable to make any profit 
in some lines, particularly in grains. 
The cost of mining coal is $3 or $4 
a ton, he said, because of the lack of 
modern machinery. Cotton goods are 
high and sugar is 25 per cent higher 
than in the United States. 

The Soviet government is now giv- 
ing recognition to brain workers equal- 
ly with industrial workers, Goodrich 


jsaid, which he considers a long step 


forward. Formerly, brain workers 
were discriminated against, and had 
to pay higher rents and higher prices 
for other living essentials. 

In some lines of-industry, he found 
that there is evidence of a return to 
the individual system.

Washington, October 21.—(#)—~ 
Recommendations for a broad conser- 
vation policy covering the nation’s 
natural resources were made by Sec- 
retary Work tonight in a survey of 
the year’s work of the interior de- 
partment.

It is designed and hoped that we shall 
be able to interest all of the women’s 
organizations of the city in this phase of 
the campaign; and while the campaign 
itself will be conducted by both men and 
women, we hope to utilize in this manner 
the wonderful services of the women, of 
which we have been Onable properly to 
avail ourselves in the types of campaigns 
which we have heretofore held, In any 
good thing there are some faults, and one 
of the faults of the Community Chest organ- 
ization up to this time has been to de- 
prive many of the women of Atlanta, who 
largely organized and initiated many of 
the institutions composing the Community 
Chest, of the opportunity to find a proper 
outlet for their charitable impulses in the 
work under the the conditions that have 
recently existed. This we hope to change 
and to restore to them in full the oppor- 
tunity to aid in this work and we are 
sure that they will respond to the call. 

The city will be divided into about 
nineteen districts, each with its own sep- 
arate organization. An office will be estab- 
lished in each district where a worker can 
be found all day to receive subscriptions, 
give out information, literature, subscrip- 
tion cards, ete. We are expecting a very 
large part of the total subscriptions to 
come from this phase of the campaign. 

In the meantime we have many thon- 
sands of prospect cards of persons who 
have actually given to fecent charitable 
campaigns in Atlanta. As the campaign 
of the first and second week progresses, the 
name of those who subscribe will be with- 
drawn from such cards and at the end of 
the second week there will be a definite 
number of cards, perhaps 10,000 or 12,000, 
perhaps a few more, who have not been 
seen. These cards will be assorted geo- 
graphically and turned over to a campaign 
organization of the usual downtown type, 
with daily luncheon meetings, which phase 
of the campaign is under the chairmanship 
of Mr. Robert L. Foreman.

great period of peace and prosperity. 


¢ He spoke at a joint educational 
meeting conducted by the University 
of Chicago and the Institute of Amer- 
ican Meat Packers. Lefore entering 
the meeting, he declared that “busi- 
ness was never better,” and that the 
years immediately ahead of industry 
would! be profitable ones. 

“We live in a period which could 
not be what it is without steel,” said 
the chairman of the board of the 
Bethlehem Steel corporation. Produc- 
tion of steel has increased four-fold 
fn the last 25 years, he said. 

Calls Steel Barometer. 


Mr. Schwab described steel as the 

nation’s business barometer. 
‘With no threat of war and only 
omens of bettered business conditions 
visible, the immediate present presents 
a vista which he said justified his re- 
iteration of optimism. 

“IT am an optimist, have always 
been an optimist, always will be an 
optimist,” he said. “Ever since I 
have been in business I have believed 
in investing money, building up prop- 
erties, going ahead in accordance with 
my dreams of what could be and 
eught to be. It is amazing how often 
these dreams have come true.” 

Turned to Peace Pursuits. 

Bethlehem’s marvelous plant for 
producing munitions has been turned 
99 per cent to production of imple- 
ments of pence, and all of “Bethle- 
hem’s investment in new properties 
and new advancement is in full con- 
fidence that the years to come will be 
years of peace.” 

Undeveloped possibilities in South 
America, Africa and Asia 
America a part undreamed of in years 
past, he said. 

The need for reducing costs and de- 
veloping men are two great problems.

Radio has grown from a $2,000,000 
infant in 1920 to a lusty five-vear-old 
of $350.000,000 last year. and an esti- 
mated 3500,000,000 this year, said Ma- 
jor General James G. Harbord. presi- 
dent of the Radio Corporation of 
America, adding his optimism to that 
of the great steel manufacturer. 

“Radio has a future in which entire 


newspapers will be flashed as complete 
pictures, international broadcasting 
will be eommonplace, entertainment 
and instruction will penetrate to the 
remotest corners of the world and 
static will te chained a captive,” said 
General Harbord. 

But in the near future, he thinks, 


‘there must be an international radio 


conference “to settle grave issues that 

cannot be much longer delayed.” 
Three Classes. 

The problems of the industry and 

of its future fall into three classes: 

technical, commercial and those touch- 


promise 


ing public and governmental relations, 
he outlined. | 

Anent technical, he declared of in- 
terference: “The common highv ay has 
a capacity definitely lighted and on 


which traffic must be carefully limit- 
ed. Radio engineers are continually 
working to decrease space needed by 
particular services and the boundary 
walls necessary to protect them... . 
Progress is being made in finding ade- 
quate radio space for so many widely- 
different travelers. 

“The complete solution of static” is 
still in the future. The best that has 
been done is by increased power to 
outerash the crash to increase the 
strength of the transmitted signal in 
proportion to the false interfering sig- 
nal made by static. 

In efforts toward accuracy, “radio 
promises you as commercially avail- 
able within years the fac-simile radio- 
gram. The received*copy is the fac- 
simile of the original, and its accuracy 
will be beyond question.” 

Trend to Stabilize. 


“The trend on the commercial side 
is toward stabilization in radio inven- 
tion as well as in radio merchan- 
dising. Too many have tried to make 
a fortune out of radio. It is already an 
overcrowded industry. <A _ selective 
process must be begun.” High-power 
stations should be so located that 
every listener can hear two or more 
of them with satisfactory volume and 
quality. The broadcasting should “keep 
abreast of the evolution of an aesthetic 
public taste.” 

Electricitv’s Future Bright. 

“Electricity’s future likewise is op- 
timistic, bringing promise of electri- 
fied railroads and cheaper light to the 
farmer to whom they are mofe impor- 
tant than any other class of our pop- 
ulation,” said E. W. Rice, Jr., hon- 
orary chairman of the board of the 
General Electric company. It was 
consideration of the conditions of the 
farmer which brought to the gather- 
ing threat of a dire emergency in 
the future because of impoverishment 
of the “common dirt from which vege- 
tation springs.” 

Frank C. Lowden, former governor 
of Illinois and practical “dirt farmer,” 
said that although “ours is a new 
land we have reached the point where 
the problem of food supply for the 
future becomes vital.” 

He pleaded for ‘‘a national agrarian 
policy to restore the fertility of the 
soil, a paramount question for the 
American people.”

Specializing, 
as it does, in mental reconstruction, 
the society shall contribute to the 
building of a better civilization by 
operating as a wrecking company, 
leaving to others the designing and 
establishing of the new order. §Es- 
pecially shall it endeavor to free Amer- 
ican scientists and statesmen from the 
necessity of patronizing religion.”

Beet Sugar Firms 


Are Dismissed 


Washington, October 21.—(#)— 
Tie federal trade commission's pro- 
ceedings against beet sugar manufac- 
turers, Which were a_ factor last 
spring in the successful fight te pre- 
vent confirmation of Charles Warren 
as attorney general, today were dis- 
missed by a 3-to-2 vote of the com- 
mission. 

The commission’s complaint, issued 
13 days after Mr. Warren’s name was 
sent to the senate by President Cool- 
idge, was directed against the Lar- 
rowe Milling company of Detroit 
and 18 concerns engaged in the man- 
ufacture of beet sugar. Among them 
was the Michigan Sugar company, of 
which Mr. Warren’ had been the 
head. He resigned from the presi- 
dency of the company while his name 
was under consideration for the cabi- 
net post. 

The companies were charged with 
suppressing competition in the sale of 
beet pulp, and the commission's com- 
plaint was cited by Senator Couzens 
of Michigan, and others as » basis 
for opposing Mr. Warren's confirma- 
tion. 

Dismissal of the complaint was an- 
nounced today without explanation ex- 
cept for the statement that the ac- 
tion was taken on the advice of the 
tommission’s chief counsel. There 
were indications, however, that some 
members of the commission would ex- 
plain their attitude publicly later. 
The dissenting votes were cast by 
Commissioners Thompson and Nu- 
gent. .

Names of some patrons of one of 
the cabarets under fire have already 
been revealed, without, however, any 
intimation that their checks covered 
anything more than the heavy cover 
charge or expensive food. 

An announcement of the opening of 
Del Fey, one gilded palace involved 
in padlock proceedings when known 
as Kl Fay which has come into the 
possession of Mr- Buckner says: “It 
is New Year’s eve every night at the 
Del Fay.” The announcement then 
mentions as past visitors to the club 
Lord and Lady Mountbatten, Harry 
K. Thaw, Anne Pennington and sun- 
dry other stage and screen celebrities. 
Abe Attell, ex-pugilist, was canght 
carrying champagne into the club, 

Nothing has come to light as to 
how he obtained evidence against ex- 
clusive eld-time bars at which men 
and women in evening dress stood 
up to the brass rail or against heavily 
curtained after-theater clubs to which 
champagne and Burgundy were sup- 
plied by piping systems.

Chicago, October 21.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Classic standards of 
drama and art will be introduced into 
the great commercial center of the 
west tomorrow night by the opening 
of a new kind of theater here. 


The playhouse is the Goodman Me- | 
imorial theater, home of the dramatic 


art department of the Chieago Art in- 
stitute. fSoth theater and school. it 
discards many of the traditions of the 
acting profession in an effort to natur- 
alize dramatie productions. 

It is the aim of the direcior, Thomas 
Wood Stevens, to offer to the public 
at nominal cost the old masters and 
the modern ones in drama like the 
art institute has made available the 
best in painting, sculpture, ceramics 
and other arts. 

The theater is wnique in being 
largely underground, due to city build- 
ing restrictions on structures” in 
Grant Park, the heart of the city’s 
lake Michigan frontage. 

There are no spotlights. a concealed 
row of lghts above and in the front 
of the proscenium arch creating on 
the stage an effect of natural outdoor 
daylight. This makes it possible for 
the plavers to abandon artificial 
makeup for counteracting the shadows 
of the old-time footlights. 

Old-fashioned backdrops and over- 
head “flies” are replaced by the only 
“sky dome” in Chicago, a huge plas- 
ter wall beginning at the back of the 
stage and arching 60 feet overhead 
on which scenic lighting effects can

In the premiere production, John 
Galsworthy'’s “The Forest,” the scene 
changes from a London office to an 
African jungle and. back = again. 
Shakespeare's “Midsummer Night's 
Dream” has been chosen as especially 
adapted for production on the sky 
dome stage with its facilities for rapid 
changes of scene. 

The faculty of the school composes, 
for the most part, the cast of a per- 
manent stock company for the _ pro- 
duction of classics while the 30 stu- 
dents, chosen from hundreds of ap- 
plicants, will present short plays and 
musques. For certain plays, noted ar- 
tists will be included. 

The theater was donated to the city 
as a part of the art institute by the 
parents of Kenneth Sawyer Goodman, 
playwright, as a memorial to their 
son who died in the world war.

Whereas the cost of federal govern- 
ment prior’to the war was one billion 
dollars annually, it rose to ninenteen 
billion dollars in 1919, but is now 
about three and one-half billion an- 
nually.

Egyptians at War 


The Egyptians were not an ex- 
tremely warlike people. It is prob- 
able that if they had _ been, they 
would not have gone so far ahead. 
At the same time, they did take part 
in war from time to time. Some of 
their kings wanted greater power and 
riches. Armies were sent to conquer 
people even beyond the Red Sea. 

For weapons, the’ soldiers used 
spears, bows and arrows, battleaxes, 
long knives and slings. Some trav- 
eled on foot, others in chariots. The 
art of marching together was learned, 
and the archers let loose their arrows 
in volleys. Shields were in common 
use, and some men wore helmets. 


Among the battle pictures which 
have come down to us is one which 
you see today. The Egyptians have 
attacked a fort, and are trying to bat- 
ter a hole in the wall with a long, 
heavy spear. Three of the soldiers 
are protected under a kind of shed. 

The capture of forts and walled 
cities was an important part of the 
war “game,” but battles in 
open were still more important. 
Thousands of men clashed together 
and did’ their best to wound and 
kill. The archers usually sent forth 
showers of arrows at the opening of 
the conflict. Then great lines of char- 
iots -were driven together, and the 
bloody fight went on. 

The king usually remained safely 
back in his capital city, watching the 
building of temples or ordering his 


the | 


captains to see that the next pyramid 
was built properly. When a king did 
venture near the battle grounds, it 
was the custom for him to keep a safe 
distance from the actual fighting. 


A few @ases are known where 
Pharaoh became mixed in the heat 
of the battle. Rameses the second 
once fell into serious danger, an dit 
is a wonder that he was not. killed. 
The Egyptians were at war with stub- 
born foes known as the Khitas. Spies 
from the Khita camp gave false news 
to the Egyptian generals, and two- 
thirds of the army had started away 
to another point. Suddenly the enemy 
attacked in full force. Rameses, 
feeling that he had been trapped, de- 
cided to sell his life as dearly as pos- 
sible. He drove his chariot into the 
midst of the Khitas and smote right 
and left. Soon he saw that he had 
been .cut off from his troops, but he 
did not surrender. The return of the 
soldiers who had left camp saved the 
monrr:? from death.

The government’s campaign has 
impended for months, but it has just 
been learned that the reason it was 
delayed so long was that police offi- 
cials had insisted that the present 
laws were not suitable for prosecutioa 
for sedition, unless the agitator urged 
physical violence against a particular 
person. 

Thjs revelation is interesting in 
view of the disastrous defeat of Ram- 
say MacDonald’s government last No- 
vember.
